UNITED STATES HOLDS | 
GERMAN ORDER ILLEGAL 


Probable a Formal Note 
Will Be Sent to Berlin. 


Germany Claims All Brit- 


ish Ships Have Been Or- 
dered to Resist Submarines 


Washington, February 18.-¢ Ger- 
many’s response to the latest re- 
quest of the United States for assur- 
ances. that submarine warfare will be 
conducted in accordance with estab- 
lished principles of international law 
is expected here to be a flat statement 
that assurances previously given in the 
Lusitania and Arabic cases had to do 
only with unarmed vessels and that the 
German government must feel certain 
that its submarines, which warn a mer- 
chant ship, will not be attacked. 
Furthermore, the Berlin foreign office 
probably will ask the United States for 
its definition of defensive armament. 

Indications of what the German re- 
ply may be are understood to have been 
given in informal conversations be- 
tween state department officials” and 
Teutonic diplomats since Germany and 
Austria announced their intention of 
sinking all armed enemy merchant- 
men after February 29. 

German Order Not Legal. 

The United States today made its 
first formal declaration that it does 
not accept as legal the announced in- 
tentions of the Teutoic powers when 
the state department sent to diplomatic 
and consular representatives abroad, 
for their information, notification that 
this government considers that mer- 
chant ships have a right to carry de- 
fensive armament. The dispatches con- 
tained excerpts from newspaper arti- 
cles setting forth the position of the 
United States. In this connection it 
became known that the Swedish gov- 
ernment had instructed its consular of-

„Whenever you find a piece of an 
automobile lying around anywhere“ in 
the city, it’s a safe bet that it belongs 
to the police department.” 

City Had to Settle Claim. 

From the chairman of the claims 
committee of council came the state- 
ment that the city has recently settled 
a claim with a citizen whose car had 
been wrecked by a police automobile 
in front of the station house, and that 
another case was under investigation. 
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man Ed H. Inman, one of the members, 

“It cost last month $421 to repair 
four automobiles used by the police 
department,” he stated, which is over 
$100 a car. I am in favor of taking the 
cars away from the department if this 
thing is not stopped pretty soon.“ 

Hide Name With Flaps. 

“Why, some of the city’s cars,” said 
the mayor, “are run around at night 
and the city’s name hidden with flaps.“ 

James W. Maddox, member of the po- 
lice board, made an appeal to the com- 
mittee to do something to make the 
police department take better care of 
the city’s cars. Then he told of loose 
pieces of autos lying around which 
came from police cars! 

“Why, I have seen a police automo- 
biles delivering groceries,” stated 
Ceuncilman Inman. 

When the discussion came to a close, 
Councilman Inman announced that he 
would .give the police department the 
balance of this month to make good 
with its automobiles, and if on the first 
of March there was not a marked m- 
provement in the handling of the cars 
he would ask council to abolish the use 
of automobiles in the department alto- 
gether.

The response is not 
expected before the last of next week. 
Formal Note May Be Written. 

It wes admitted at the state depart- 
ment today that the question of writ- 
ing a formal note on the subject of the 
conduct of submarine warfare, after the 
complete German declaration and its 
appendix have been received, was 
under consideration. It is certain that 
Austria also will be supplied with the 
views of the United States, although 
so far as can be ascertained no steps in 
this direction have yet been taken. 

Eleven days remain before German 
and Austrian submarine commanders 
begin to put into effect their new in- 
structions, unless the date for the 
opening of the new campaign is post- 
poned. While the United States is said 
not to have asked for a postponement, 
the German ambassador is believed to 
have called the attention of his gov- 
ernment to the fact that the complete 
appendix forming the basis of the Ger- 
man declaration had not yet had time 
to reach the state department and for 
this reason a postponement would not 
be surprising. 

Officials also are awaiting copies of 
the confidential instructions to attack 
@ubmiarines the German government al- 
leges have deen given to the com- 
manders of British merchant ships. 
These were appended to the text of 
the declaration of intentions, but be- 
cause of their length they have been 
forwarded by mail. 

British Ships Ordered to Resist. 

In this connection it was stated in 
German cireles tonight that evidence 
in their possesion led to the conclu- 
sion that all British merchant ships, 
with the possible’ exception of those 
in trans-Atlantic trade, had instruc-

They are no more opposed to the ille- 
gal sale of whisky in Macon. than 
I am.”

Twenty-five hundred people at the 
mass meeting. adopted resolutions 
demanding that near beer 8a 
loons not only be abolished 
from Wall street alley in the heart of 
the business district, but that the 
license of every saloon in the city in 
which a federal retail liquor dealer’s 
license is displayed be revoked.

Essad Pasha formerly was Albanian 
minister of, war. He commanded the 
Turkish forces at Scutari in the Bal- 
kan war, ahd during the early part of 
the present war commanded the first 
Turkish army, quartered around Con- 
stantinople. In October of 1914 the Al- 
banian senate named him president of 
the provisional government. Last De- 
cember he declared war on Austria and 
Bulgaria, and has since been co-oper- 
ating with the Italians and their allies 
in Albania.

Petrograd, February 18.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The fall of Erzerum, the most 
important Turkish stronghold in Asia 
Minor and for a long time considered 
impregnable, offers the unprecedented 
spectacle of a first-class fortress built 
on a steep mountain ridge nearly a 
mile above sea level yielding to bay- 
onet attack after — hours’ bom- 
bardment. 

The operations wash conducted under 
the most severe weather conditions, the 
snow being deep and the thermometer 
registering at times more than 30 de- 
grees below zero, Fahrenheit. | 

The Turkish army defending Erze- 
rum, taken by surprise under the meth- 
eds adopted by the Russians, is now 
said to be in disorderly flight on the 
roads leading to Sivas. As the garri- 
son apparently scattered in all direc- 
tions, it is assumed here that large 
numbers of men were taken prisoner, 
although official figures are lacking. 

After the taking of Niskala, it ap- 
ey that the Kussian attack would 

directed upon the Turkish right 
flank, and by rapidly transferring 
troops the Turks made all- plans to re- 
gist the main assauit from this quar- 
ter. Apparently they hha little fear 
of the success of this attack because 
of the strong character of the fortifi- 
cations in that direction, and even less 
apprehension of danger from a frontal 
attack. 


Bayonet Charge Wins. 


Nevertheless, after the Russians suc- 
ceeded in taking by storm the first 
line forts on bkebruary 2 there began 
@ persistent bombarument of the Turk- 
ish center, foluowed by a bayonet 
charge, the impetuosity of which swept 
the aefenders off their feet. The high- 
est trivute is paid to Use bravery ot 
the Caucasian troops, whose charge Is 
considered likely to go gown in nistory 
as one of the most brilliant feats of the 
War. 

It is recognized here that the suc- 
cess of the assault was due almost en- 
tirely to the bayonet work, since the 
artillery preparation was insufficient 
in intensity and duration, according to 
military experts, to reduce even @ 
strong field position. 

The wiping out of this Turkish base 
tends to disrupt the whole Caucasus 
campaign of the Turks, as it not only 
served as a base of the operations in 
of those in 


the Caucasus, but also 


Mesopotamia. Its fall leaves no strong- 


ly fortified point between Erzerum and 
Sivas, about 230 miles to the west, and 
brings more to the front consideration 
of an eventual attack upon Constanti- 
nople from the east. 

An attempt to retake Erzerum is an- 
ticipated, but there are enormous dif- 
ficulties attending the bringing up of 
Turkish reinforcements, as it is as- 
sumed that Turkish forces in Mesopo- 
tamia cannot be spared. The alterna- 
tive for the Turks seems to be to draw 
upon those at Constantinople, from 
which all possible routes toward Erge- 
rum are long and arduous. The most 
practicable is by railway to Urfa, 
whence it would be necessary to march 
overland more than 200 miles. The 
Black sea route to Trebizond has be- 
come impracticable hecause of th 
oe pe peta name of the Black sea lit- 
teral.

; Paris,’ February 18.—The Paris Jour- 
nal’s correspondent at Tananarivo say 
that German agents financed and others 
wise encouraged a native plot to over- 
throw the government of Madagascar 
on December 31 last. The seat of the 
conspiracy was at Fianarantsoa on 
New Year’s eve, and either gain the 
native troops to the cause of the con- 
Spirators or obtain from them their mil- 
itary weapons, The white officials and 
colonists were then to have been mas- 
sacred.

It 
the “hedging” process is bad it should be 
eliminated altogether. If it is good, and 
there is a recognized need for it, then cer- 
tainly there should be no such abridgment 
of it as would result in harmful discrimina- 
tion against our own people.
